Ottawa, July 22 The report that 
Mr Bennett will meet a caucus of 
federal members early next month to 
discuss the leadership of the — party 
has revived discussion on the subject 
of his successor. Ottawa does not yet 
know officially if Mr Bennett plans to 
retire. Nor has it any official inkling 
as to his plans when he does. Th: 
trend of opinion swings, however, to 
ward the impression that he will an 
nounce his decision to retire, when 
the federal members are assembled 
here in August. No doubt before a suc 
cessor is chosen it will be necessary 
to hold a national convention, but a 
house leader might be named in th 
meantime. 

The Nova Scotia elections had some 
bearing on the matter, according t 
some commentators. Had there been 
any signs of a revival of Conservat 
ism, Mr Bennett might have been 
willing to give his tireless energy for 
a while longer to the cause. Gordon 
Harrington, had he won in the Mari 
times, would have become a sort of 
lieutenant of Mr Bennett's and, _ be- 
cause of his zeal for social reform, 
might have risen to be the next Con- 
servative leader. But the tide was ag- 
ainst the Conservatives there, Colone}! 
Harrington went down to personal de 
feat, and all those dreams Vere rude 
ly shattered . 

It is really extraordinary how lack- 
ing the Conservative party is at the 
moment in outstanding leaders why 
could step into Mr Bennett’s shoes to 
morrow, if need be. There are some 
very able men, but several of them 
are getting on, and others haven’t got 
on far enough, 'Vhey are too old or too 
young. 

Might Have Been 

Hon H. H. Stevens, perhaps, has oc 
casional regrets that he was so_ fort! 
right in 1934, One hears it said, in t!; 
capital, that he would be the obyiou 
successor to Mr Bennett, had he no 
parted company three years axo, Nov 
the rank and file would not = foryi 
him, nor would his old colleagues, 

Hon R. J. Manion is i nmany ways 
the leading contender for Mr Ben- 
hett’s post. If he were a member of 
the Orange Lodge, his qualifications 
would be perfect. 

There are several other candidates, 
of which, in my own opinion, Karl 
Rowe has the best chance. There in- 
cludes M, A. MacPherson of Regina, 
Earl Lawson, Erick Willis, Denton 
Massey and Maurice Duplessts, 

In addition to a new leader, the 
Conservative party needs a new pro- 
gram end some new ambitions, accord- 
ing to critics within the party. It is 
at the lowest ebb in) many years, 
Those who have seen it disintegrate 
from its high position, the peak of 
which was reached in 1931, have a 
pretty good idea what combination of 
circumstances brought it down, and 
what will be needed to build it up 
again. 

Gigantic Problem 

Once more the western drought 
area is a gigantic national problem, 
although the rains of last week lighten 
ed the weight of it materially. The 
Dominion Government is prepared to 
spend $15,000,000 or so to relieve the 


needs of those in the stricken area, 


|and it has also under way a ten mil- 


lion dollar drought rehabilitation pro- 
gram spread over the next four oF 
five years. Oddly enough, while real- 
ising that a considerable portion of 
the dry area has suffered the most in- 
tense and destructive drought since 
it Was settled, there is a growing con- 
viction among the authorities that the 
long drought cycle has been broken, 
and that some years of abnormally 
high recipitation are about to arrive. 
The higher price of wheat this year, 
coupled with the good crops in other 
parts of the Dominion, tend to ease 
the blow which another wheat failure 
over a Vast area would otherwise have 
made a very heavy one indeed. 

How rapidly the wheat situation 
has swung from one side of the pend- 
ulum to the other is emphasised by 
the Turgeon royal commission, which 
was created as much as anything to 
explore ways and means of enlarging 
Canada's export markets. Last week 
the commission launched its survey 
in the United Kingdom, the announce- 
ment appearing in the same issues of 
the newspaper as an estimate that 
Canada would probably not have more 
than 100 million bushels of wheat for 
export in the coming 12 months, this 
being the smallest quantity for 20 
years or more. It 1s not necessary to 
add that there will not be the slight- 
est difficulty in disposing of such a 


quantity. Rather, the world will be 
bidding for Canadian hard spring 
wheat, presumably, before another 


crop is raised.

THE WORLD OF WHEAT

One picture is worth 10,000 words. 

This is a Chinese proverb, thous- 
nds of years old, and, as with == all 
Chinese aphorisms, contains the very 
essense of truth itself. 

The “Crop ‘Testing Plan” took a cue 
some years ago from this ancient 
Chinese proverb, and, by growing sam- 
ples which represent farmers actual 
fields of wheat, make “living pictures” 
of thousands of individual fields in 
order to demonstrate to the eye their 
trueness-to-variety, or whether they 
contain undesirable, unprofitable mix 
tures. 

These “tield pictures” or demonstra- 
tions, may be seen during the next 
few weeks growing at over 100 points 
in Western Canada, and field days are 
held during which the material is de- 
monstrated and explained by expert 
Cerealists and Plant Breeders. 

The plots show in addition the new 
rust resistant wheat varieties witb, 
too, some new crops gathered from the 
four corners of the earth, of interest 


to Canadian farmers. 

It would be worth the time of all 
who are interested in the advance- 
ment of agriculture to attend one of 
these field days, the object of it all be- 
ing to improve wheat quality, and so 
to help sell the farmers’ wheat on 
World's markets at better prices, 
hence finally to increase the income 
of the Western farmer. 

The following factors have tended 
to raise price— Rust —damage sprea- 
ding to U. 8S. A. winter and spring 
wheat crops in Manitoba— Wheat 
crop of Manchuria, Japan and China 
estimated 120 millions less than last 
year— Droughty conditions prevail in 
southern hemisphere— China and Jap:

European deciduous fruit prospects 
less favorable. 

The following factors have tended 
to lower price— U. S, A. Department 
of Agriculture estimates U. 8, wheat 
crop 882 million—India offers wheat 
freely— Record crop expected in 
Greece— French crop larger’ than 
last year—- Balkan States harvest 
larger crop than expected— Heavy 
rains in Western Canada.

all districts in like circumstances be

so-called ‘dust bowl’ in the 
States have had very 
crops this year, a little extra rain hay 
ing made a great difference. 

Many farmers in the prairie West 
have treated the land badly. It is on 
the authority of western soil experts 
that one can make the statement that 
large areas of the best wheat land in 
the West have been “mined.” Some 
years ago, Hon. John Bracken, then a 
professor in the agricultural school at 
Saskatoon, published a book on “Dry 
Farming in Western Canada” in which 
he anticipated present drought con 
ditions and, together with a group of 
other experts, gave advice on ways, 
and means of preparing the soil to 
meet the more or less rainless years i 
Few farmers can be said to have fol- | 
lowed the advice wholeheartedly. 

Farmers cannot be blamed for lac 
of rain. All they can do is treat the 
soil with respect so that drought years | 
will not permanently damage it. 

Rain will come again in the Canad- 
jan “desert.” So much we can hope 
from a study of long-term meteorolo- 
gical records. It is a tragedy that it 
did not come again this year. But it 
will come, maybe next year maybe 
not for a longer period. 

Meantime the distress in Southern 
Saskatchewan and Alberta continues 
to rest as in past years upon the 
shoulders of the country as a whole as 
a national problem calling for gener- 
ous and unstinting ald. 

If Canada will but see these Provin- 
ces through, that area will again pay 
bountiful returns to the nation. And 
when those returns come again it will 
be necessary to be more long sighted , 
in farming methods to guard against | 
the erosion of another drought period. | 
For while it is certain that rain will | 
again fall in the dry areas it is also 
certain that drought will strike again 
some day. —Financial Post. 


BIG INCREASE IN 
TURNER VALLEY OUTPUT 


Crude oil production has been near- 
ly doubled in Turner Valley during the 
past month without a single new well 
being brought in. The secret is acida 
tion. The acid treatment of six out of 
13 crude producers has nearly doubled 
the total output of ofl. A month's pro- 
duction at the present daily flow 


would total more than 180,000 barrels 
of crude oil as compared with about 
90000 barrels, the total output of the 
18 wells for a month before acidation 
came to the Valley. 

An expenditure of less than $40,000 
has brought an increase of more than 
$150,000 a month in the returns from 
the sale of ‘Turner Valley crude. 

Belore the advent of acidation the 
daily output of the 13 wells totalled 
something like 8,010 barrels or 90,300 
barrels per month, The average price 
paid tor Turner Valley crude at the 
well head is $1.70, making the crude 
oil industry, as at one month ago, 
worth about $153,500 per monti, To- 
day the daily production is = greater 
than 5,965 barrels or 178,950 barrels 


‘monthly, valued to the industry at 
‘more than $304,215 per month.
